Fellow Citizens :— 


_ In making our annual report, we are fully aware that it is not 
an easy matter always to present new and original subjects for 
your consideration. Our duty simply is, to give as accurate a 
statement as possible of the condition of the schools of the town 
With such suggestions as may seem expedient. 

We feel confident that the teachers employed during the past 
year have been fully up to the standard of previous years. The 
practice of employing the same teacher through several succes- 
sive terms of the same school has, we are glad to note, been con- 
tinued in a number of districts. It is much better to have a suc- 
cessful teacher who is acquainted with the school and who 
“knows the ground,” than to be continually changing from one 
stranger to another. 

The new map ot New Hampshire, purchased for the schools 
of Weure, is a very fine work of its kind, and in our opinion is 
destined to be productive of much good, in awakening an inter- 
est in the geography of our own State, a subject that has been 
somewhat neglected. 

Our schools seem to have been unusually free from discord 
and unpleasantness, during the past year, and we hope that a 
similar state of affairs will long continue. 

It is desirable that parents would secure a more punctual and 
regular attendance of their children. So much has been said 
in previous reports, about the evils of ‘‘tardiness,” that we will 
not enlarge upon the subject at this time, further than to say 
that it is still a prominent fault in some districts, and must be 
remedied if we would have the best possible results from our 
schools. 

The education of the young is a sacred trust, and its ‘duties 
are not confined to a few officials and their employees, but ev- 
ery good citizen has a duty to perform in this connection, by en- 
couraging punctual attendance, and courteous treatment of 
teachers. In short, the success or failure of our schools de- 
pends largely upon the Zeof/e, and the spirit with which they 
enter into the work. 

In concluding these general remarks we desire to express our 
sincere thanks to teachers and citizens for the many courtesies 
shown us during the past year.
